Globular Lightning 
According to Professor W. M. 
Thornton of Armstrong college, glob- 
ular lightning descends slowly from a 
cloud, generally after a violent clap of 
thunder, in the form of a brilliant blu- 
ish ball. It bounds from the earth 
when it touches and then moves a few 
yards horizontally. Thez» balls read- 
ily follow an electric conductor—a gas 
pipe, for instance-and burst when 
they touch water or sometimes in the 
open air. The ball then dis..ppears in- 
stantaneovsly with a violcat explos- 
ion, which may do damage and which 
produces a strong smell o7 ozone. 
Thornton believes with reason that 
globular lightning Is made up princt- 
pally of . mass of ozone. This hy- 
pothesis explains why the color of the 
ball is usually bluish, why the luml- 
nous. mass descends slow], ‘through 
the air, ozone belng, of a density about 
4.7 times that of air, and finally why 


the instantaneous disappearance of tha 


ball is accompanied by an explosion, 
for the transformation of ozone into 
oxygen liberates a great quantity of 
energy.

In Japan the censorship of novels is 
Not exercised by the libraries, but by 
a government official who is empower- 
ed to prosecute offending authors as 
well as forbid the sale of their books.

_ Does Each Cow Pay 
Some records of total production 
for the last seven ths gent in to 
the ry division, Ottawa, showing 
how individual cows on adjoining} | 
farms vary in real earning capacity, 
ill be of both interest to the average 
farmer and of value to men who.are 
planning for better results next year.) 

A ten year old cow that calved on 
March 12 has given since then just 
2,812 pounds of milk and only 102 
pounds of fat. A neighboring 7 year 
old, calved 2nd April, gave 6,420 
pounds of milk and 228 pounds of fat, 
a little more than twice as much, In 
another contrasted pair in Glengarry, 
an eight-year-old calved 6th April, 
fave only 38,394 pounds: of milk and 
129 pounds of fat; while a fi, 2-year-old 
calved 26th 6f March, gave 7,280 lbs. 
of milk and 241 pounds of fat, or 
again, more than twice as much milk. 

Have these two owners of two such 
poor cows the wrong type of cow; is 
it the old placid contentment with ‘av- 
erage’ yields, which are ‘liable to de- 
generate so quickly into poor yields?

CHEAPER FENCE-POSTS. 


Preservatives Prolong Life of Poorest 
Woods % 

As a result of the many inquiries in 
regard to the preservative treatment 
of fence-posts, the Forestry Branch, 
Ottawa, has now issued <:. ciroular on 
this subject which can be had by an- 
plying to the Director of Forestry. 
The various methcds described of 
treating the posts with the preserva- 
tives are all illustrated by diagrams, 
and the apparatus required is simple 
and costs little. 

The great advantage of these treat- 
ments is that they keep even cheap 
woods free from decay for from ten 
to fifteen years. Many kinds of wood 
found in farmers’ wood lots will last, 
when used as posts, only four years or 
thereabouts, after treatmor:, such as 
described, they lac twico or three 
times, even four times as long. 

Creosote, which costs’ in Canada, 
from ten to twenty-five cents a gallon, 
is the best preservative. When boil- 
ing-hot creosote is applied liberally 
with a brush—a paint brush or white- 
wash brush, for instance—t. the butts 
of wWell-seasoned posts from which the 
bark has been removed, it sinks into 
the wood for a distance of about a 
quarter of an inch. This should add 
at least ten years to the life of a post 
made from a non-durable wood, such 
as poplar, balsam, fir or spruce. This 
is not the best method, but it is the 
simplest and, on a small scale, pro- 
bably the cheapest. Other methods 
require that ti> posts be kept covered 
in tanks of hot creosote for a longer 
or shorter period. 

Besides lengthening the life of the 
post,’ the preservative treatment also 
tends to reduce the cost of the posts 
in another way, for, as cheap local 
woods can be used, the first cost and 
the cost of transportation a-e usually 
much lower than for cedar, oak or} 
tamarack. Moreover, as_ posts. will 
need to be set less often, the propor- 
tionate cost of setting the post will 
be less. Taking into account all the 
items that go to make up the cost of 
the post, and comparing this with 
the number of years it will last, it will 
be found, in the majority of cases, to 
be much less for treated posts.

can walk on the water. The pond 
skater really walks on pneumatic!

feet of this insect, so. fino that they 
cannot be seen, that are arranged to} 
collect air. The amount eollected in 
and about these hairs is sufficient to 
allow the insect.to float or walk on 
the surface of the water. As each 
foot is put down it forms a cuplike de- 
pression or tiny pit in the water. The 
foot does not sink because the air bub- 
ble that has been formed is too light 
to let it. <A finé cover!ag of hair pro- 
tects the water spider, too, and even if 
it is submerged in the water it is nev- 
er really wet.

| The Agent Presses a Button and a Ma- 
chine Does the Rest. 

The very latest way of selling rail- 
road tickets is for the ticket agent 
| when a ticket to Pittsburgh or to Cos 
| Cob is requested to simply push a but- 
| ton and thus set a machine at work 
| picking out the type for that ticket, 
putting it in place, inking it, placing a 
piece of cardboard over the type and 
| then printing the ticket. The machine 
| hands out the freshly printed ticket in 
less time than it takes the ordinary 
| ticket seller to select a printed ticket 
from his rack and stamp the date on 
{ the back of it. 

Ticket printing machines appeared a 
few years ago, but it is only within the 
last few months that a machine has 
been developed which will do all the 
work on pressure of a button. ‘The 
advantages of the machine to the rail- 
| yoads are many, and if experience 
shows they are always reliable and do 
not cost too much for their service 
they will be generally adopted. As it 
is now tickets are checked up almost 


and time. A ticket printing machine is 
locked, so no one can temper .with it. 

Every time a ticket is printed a sepa- 
rate record is made on a slip for the 
agent to keep his accounts and one for 
his superiors,..by..which bis. accounts 
may be checked up—an automatic caslr 
register, in other words.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

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SUICIDE IN VIENNA. 


“Tired of Life” a Cortmen Complaint 
In the Austrian ealtel. 

Statistics of the cases of suicide 
which occurred in the course of last 
year in Vienna show that 1,558 per- 
sons killed themselves there, as com- 
pared with 1,406 during the previous 
year. ‘The increase was mainly among 
females, 627 of whom took their lives 
as compared with 510 during the pre- 
vious year, while the corresponding 


| Increase among the males was only, 


thirty-five. The ages at which persons 
committed suicide varied within wide 
limits, the oldest of the victims being 
elghty-eight years of age and the 


' youngest only nine years. ' 


It is a curious fact that the bright 
summer months are apparently more 
conducive to suicide than the gloomy, 
winter days. Thus June, July and 
August head the jist, while the low- 
est number of suicides occurred ig’ 
February and December.
